Principles of Prescription and Management of a case ; 


There are quite a number of good books by eminent 
| authors on the comparative value of symptoms, and discussions 

on this subject as well as on the disputed subject of potency are 
almost a regular feature in the homoeopathic journals. 


But apparently to the average common reader most of 
these seem to contain contradictory observations which only 


complicate the issue and increase the confusion. The authors 
are however not at fault.

I would now present a few aspects of the subject in my way 
and would warn atthe same time that the readers may not 
be misled. I refrainfrom giving any direct hints because I 
wish the reader to develop that elasticity of mind which can 


help him to receive all ideas without confusion and then solve 
the jigsaw puzzle for himself.

In my opinion and accordingto my observations and ex- 
periences over 20 years, I believe, the most important factor 
in Homoeopathic prescribing is recognising the Genius” of 
the medicine and ‘Genius’ of the individuality ofthe patient 
and the Genius of the one or more symptoms at the time of 
prescribing; and in this respect I consider the versions of H. A. 


Roberis as the most valuable in practical guidance (vide- Prin- 
ciples of the art of cure).

I have a very interesting case in my records with which I 
was bungling for about 7 or 8 months in trying various 
apparently indicated medicines and always ignoring Arsenic 
because there was not a single common characteristic symptom

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of Arsenic. He had no restlessness, no midnight or midday 
aggravation, no thirst at all (although Arsenic may be thirstless 
in chronic cases), no such burning or weakness to indicate 
Arsenic, no definite periodicity, no history of malaria, no 
despair, no fear of death, not changing doctors and treatment. 
The young man wasan Engineer from Jamshedpur, had got 
treated for 8 months at Tata Hospital in Jamshedpur & Bombay 
and again at Jaipur hospital having had complete tests inclu- 
- ding exploratory operation of the whole thorax and abdomen. 
After trying my treatment for 6 monthsI expressed my failure 
and advised him to consult some other more experienced 
Homoeopath but he insisted upon me to continue with further 
trials. 

One fine morning it occurred to me that he is TIDY beyond 
all expectations, alwaysin clean tip top dress including the 
hat and very sincere and sericus about all matters, andthen 
on this Genius of TIDINESS alone I prescribed Arsenic Alb 
50M straightway and where no medicine apparently well-indi- 
cated on several important symptoms could give even partial 
relief, Ars. Alb. 50M one dose alone dry on tongue did all the 
trick without even the slightest reactionary aggravation. He 
continued well with spontaneous steady improvement for 3 
months and then on slight return of the old symptoms another 
dose was repeated. So this was the Genius of the medicine 
and of the patient's picture. But we so often miss such obser- 
vations and interpretations. 

Yet there are cases where Arsenic is the simillimum even 
ina dirty patient and again Sulphur ina tidy person. Hence 
the decisive issue is to assess and evaluate the history and the 
symptoms and to recognise the Genius in each given case, 
without prejudice. 

The patient referred to above was neither chilly nor had 
any marked amelioration or aggravation for hot or cold. He 
never used overcoat even in the bone-chilling winter of Jaipur 
when we felt the need of room heater & overcoat. 

I therefore do not fully subscribe tothe version of Kent 
viz: “Aggravation from heat will exclude Arsenic from any 
case”; because there may be exceptions, however few. The 
clinical cas2 of the patient quoted above supports my obser- 
vation. 
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Where there is amelioration from heat it will certainly be 
another point toconfirm Arsenic but absence of this symptom 
would not be of any value deciding the issue, even if it may be 
a ‘general’, 

In this respect I beg to quote— 

1. Always it is the positive symptoms at the moment that demand a certain 

remedy. Negative symptoms must not be allowed to call us off. (Tyler). 


2. It is the positive symptoms that decide the remedy. Negative symptoms are 
of no use (Clarke). 


8. Absence of any group of symptoms may or may not contradict a remedy 
depending on the degree (Roterts). 


Same may be said about some mentals, dreams, desires 
and aversions. They are of course very important but they 
must be properly evaluated. They must be considered on their 
persistent intensity. 

In respect of potency and dosage I beg to draw the 
attention of the readers to the Aphorisms 156, 157, 160, 275, 
276 of the Organon, Page 67 to 74. Indeed all practitioners 
should be more alive to the warnings in respect of potency and 
quantity of doses and their repetitions. 

You will hardly believe, there are Homoeopaths who 
prescribe even medicines like Arsenic and Silicea in drop 
doses to be taken daily and in increased number of drops 
straight from the phial of 30th or higher potencies. 

God knows what results they get. It must be worse than 
allopathic toxic effects inthe long run. And they refuse to dis- 
cuss or to go in for wiser experiments, or exchange of 
experiences. 

Besides, one should never forget the "STOP-SPOT"™ of 
Burnett, where it becomes necessary to use constitutional 
medicines which can remove the “STOP-SPOT" obstruction for 
allowing the simillimum to actin full, onthe basis of various 
diathesis, constitutional or miasmatic traits, persistent toxic 
effects of X’Ray, Radium, allopathic drugs, anaesthesia (British 
Homoeopathic Journal, April '59) history of dog bite, nail prick, 
snake bite, vaccination, septicemea, diphtheria, Trauma, Sup- 
pression, etc. etc. 

The whole basis of prescription is to be the penetrating 
observation and witty evaluation of all causative factors from 
past history, constitution, miesms, diathesis, present subjective 
symptoms, orcanic abnormalities, family history etc., which one 
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can do (evaluation) only after thoroughly reading and under- 
standing (stafér) all the authors & developing a sort of intuitive 
capacity through clinical experience and mastering of Materia 
Medica so that the matching of the “Genius” of the patients’ 
symptoms and the "Genius" of the nearest simillimum or the 
‘stop-spot’ obstruction needing removal of the causative factor 
may stare into the eyes and mind of the prescriber. The pres- 
criber must have the elasticity of the mind to be able to apply 
the applicable principal basis of prescription in the given case. 


Besides, all must learn the art of consulting various reference 
books, repertory etc, because one can never learn everything 
by heart. 

In course of practice one is likely to come across many 
such complicated cases both acute and chronic where the his- 
tory may reveal several probable causative factors such as 
history of Vaccination, trauma, sexual indulgence, shock, surgi- 
cal operation, loss of vital fluid, grief, disappointment, insult 
and indignation, septicemea, skin diseases, ancestral history of 
Tuberculosis, Cancer and (what not ?) all bundled into one; 
and then the present symptoms too may be all mixed up with 
plenty of toxic effects of drug symptoms due to long continued 
allopathic and Ayurvedic, and even Homoeopathic treatments 
taken during the remote or recent past, and in such cases one 
may be bewildered if he lays stress either on covering all the 
history, constitution, miasms, diathesis, past and present, general 
and particular symptoms or if he lays stress on either of the 
above. 

The sole necessity in such cases would be to hit upon the 
‘Genius’ of the present picture in the background ofall the 
past history, causative factors, constitution, predominant miasm, 
generals & particulars, and if need be to fix his attention on the 
‘GENIUS’ even if he has to ignore all the rest of the principles, 
Even then in some cases one may have to use several nosodes, 
constitutional medicines, and stop-spot removers at intervals, 
and that too sometimes with other organ medicines and low & 
medium poteney medicines to cope with the acute phases. 

Hence, whereas it is necessary to teach the student all the 
principles and evaluation of symptoms, history, constitution, 
family traits, generals, particulars, and all including the method 
of case-taking and noting down of important symptoms or 
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history, and even the mathematical way of repertorising, itis 
equally necessary to teach the student to ignore all, if and 
when the Genius of the case can be recognised. 

This aspect of the student's mind can develop when he has 
learnt the whole theory, philosophy and the principles along- 
with the mastering of the Genius of each medicine from the 
provings or from full size materia medica and from Kent's 
“Lectures on Materia Medica“, Tyler’s “Drug Pictures” and 
from reading clinical cases of Kent, Boeninghaussen, Lippe, 
Burnett, Nash, Younan, Barker, Shephard etc. etc. 

Any amount of learning the theory, philosophy, and princi- 
ples will also not help the prescriber in recognising the Genius 
or the basic factor of prescription in a particular case unless he 
is equally aquainted with the ‘Genius’ of at least 500 medicines, 
with their full symptoms and clinical uses. 

Again the flexible mind alone can rightly assess the disease 
plane and the potency plane having in view the vital state and 
constitution and the pathological aspects of the given case. 

There are many a learned books and articles on methods of 
case-taking, repertorising and selection of potency. But unless 
the reader can learn to read the matter and substance between 
the lines as well, he can never know where in an acute casea 
10M or 50M or CM may be necessary and where evenina 
chronic cas2a single dose of 3X will suffice, and also where a 
dose of 3X will act long and where a dose of CM may be short 
acting and where a dose of 3X, 30 or 200 may be enough deep 
acting and long acting, and where one should ignore pathology 
and where pathology alone may be the guiding factor for the 
time being. 

Many authors have said many things, some of which may 
sometime appear to be apparently self-contradictory, but a 
clear understanding (ata at ar@) will reveal the principles 
even behind the confusing statements. 

“In structural disorders—and they have become commoner 
today—pathology is our only guide and one cannot over-em- 
phasize it. Stuart Close observes, “So-called ‘pathological 
symptoms’ when they exist alone, are as characteristic in their 
way, and may be as clearly indicative of a homoeopathic 
remedy; homoeopathically,—whether they are as useful to the 
homoeopathic prescriber or not, depends upon the existence 
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of similar symptoms in the materia medica. Dr. Royal goes so 
far as to say that he would not rely on a symptom unless it had 
a pathologically similar, may be symptomologically different”. 

Cases curable by the same remedy may presenta bewil- 
dering variety of insignificant symptoms. Again, cases with 
quite similar characteristic symptoms may not be curable by 
the same remedy if the causation is different. ‘The causa- 
tive factor is an integral part of the totality. To investi- 
gate the causation and establish real totality, I] suggest a 
reclassification of symptoms with a new group tobe called 
‘VITAL SYMPTOMS’ relating to the heart, lungs, pulse, blood 
composition, blood pressure, central nervous system, endo- 
crine glands, the kidney, the sexual system and the like. The 
Vital Symptoms should be assigned the highest place, for the 
so-called mental and physical symptoms are, in most cases, 
their direct manifestation. Alsoin diagnosis we should take 
note of the deep general mental trends rather than superficial, 
particular mental symptoms in all their details. Homoeopathy 
should become a monstrous misadventure before we can rely 
wholly on all-the alleged “sensations as if, moreor less of 
them. With due stresson Vital Symptoms, prescription may 
be easy, effective, and harmless, and cure possible without 
“aggravation”. Vide pages 133 and 134 of the Madras Journal, 
May 1959. 

Then there is the question of interpretation of symptoms— 
one symptom may be interpreted in several waysand may 
have tobe termed correctly to find an exact corroboration in 
the Materia Medica orthe Repertory. For fear of making the 
article too lengthy, I will give only two illustrations here from 
some of my recent clinical cases. 

One pleader was suffering from daily headaches from 4 p.m. 
upto 8 p.m. for about a month. And he has been taking Homoeo- 
pathic treatment also for the last one fortnight. When he report- 
ed that he has taken Homoeopathic treatment also for the last 
15 days, 1 presumed that any Homosopatn must have already 
tried Lyco and sol interpretedthe symptom as one coming 
daily at the exact hour, and accordingly 2 doses of Cedron 200 
were given. He had no further headache since. 

Another case is one of a retired School Inspector aged 60 
years. He was suffering from fever ranging between 100° and 
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102° for about a week. He had no other particular complaint 
except slight constipation. Gels, Bry, Bapt, Rhus Tox failed. 
The lack of symptoms, and the patient's saying that he had no 
particular trouble or complaint, led usto think of Arnica and 
two doses of Arnica 200 cured him promptly and permanently 
within 36 hours. 

Similarly you all must have seen several cases of Bryonia 
without thirst, where one avoids Bryonia, but cn the basis of the 
other symptoms Bryonia alone helps at last. 

A little more stress is however necessary in respect of 
mental symptoms and one should read that in Kent. 

So you see the meaning of individualising each case is very 
widespread in the art of Homoeopathic prescribing. 

Above al!, one must be free from the fetters of dogmatism 
and one must be able to make useful use of all knowledge: If 
one reads the biographies of great men, like Hahnemann 
and Burnett, one may find it helpful to develop the required 
receptive trend of mind. Moreoverone must remember that 
proper management of a case is as much importantas a correct 
Homoeopathic prescription. 

Management—Management covers a wide field of close 
observation with patience allowing a well-selected medicine to 
act uninterrupted, having confidence in one's own self as well 
ascreating confidence in the mind of the patient and his guardi- 
ans. Attention to and control of diet. Avoidance of antidotal and 
inimical items of diet and medicines. Proper sanitation and 
hygiene. A cool mind free from confusion and nervousness. 

It has been seen that in very serious, critical acute condi- 
tions, even when the patient comes to a Homoeopath after being 
declared hopeless and incurable by the practitioners of other 
branches of medicine, the patient and the guardian are always 
in a great nervous strain, always wanting to do something 
for giving some relief to the patient, and again and again think 
of some sleeping or pain relieving pills, injections, glucose etc. 
And they often feel that the Homoeopath having given one or 
afew doses of simple medicineis rather tooinactive beyond 
their expectations and perhaps doubt that the Homoeopath 
may not be enough sympathetic. 

Here the Homoeopath has to be immune from the frowns 
and frolicky remarks of the guardian and the relations 
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and friends around the patient. He hasto be very cool and 
sympathetic with an imposing and reassuring personality. 

He may haveto dothe unpleasant task of explaining the 
situation again and again to almost all around the patient. 
Otherwise at a very crucial moment of a favourable reactionery 
aggravation the guardians may again desperately switch over 
to the former treatments which have already declared the case 
incurable and hopeless. And they may lose the patient for 
their own fault but yet they may accuse you and Homoeopathy. 
In this respect, 1 wculd advise my readers to read the closing 
paragraphs of the chapter on Helleborus in Kent's Materia 
Medica. Here againI must warn that one should not be dog- 
matic. If you feel that your last prescription may be wrong 
and if you feel that you have a better choice of another medi- 
cine, you must not delay or hesitate to change. Sothisisa bit 
about management. 

Again there are many good antidotal remedies suggested 
for removing the persistent miasmatic stop-spot, ill-effects of 
vaccinations, inoculations, trauma, suppressions, dampness 
etc. but one must learn the skilful selection of the exact antidote 
for a given case, from practical training with veterans, experi- 
ences of others through various journals and books and from 
one’s own acumen of judging the scope and actions of a medi- 
cine One comes across such cases where the ill effects of 
“chilled when heated” is more effectively removed with Bellis 
or Rhus Toxthan Dulcamara; of trauma with Conium, Bellis, 
Helleborus or even Aconite or Opium than Arnica, Spigelia or 
Nat. Sulph; of quinine or Tonics with Nux Vom., Pulsatila or 
Ipecac, than Nat. Mur or Arsenic; of Vaccinosis with Mezerium 
or Antim Tart than Thuja or Silicea and so on. 

Even in cases where the sole purpose isto help burst an 
abcess, one has to choose the correct medicine and the 
correct potency from Bell, Merc, Hep.S., Silicea, Myristica, 
China, Arnica, Lyco, Augastura, Tarantula, Gun Powder, Pulsa- 
tila, Echinecea and so on from many others. 

So Homoeopathy demands individualisation at every stage, 
in every phase and aspect. It needs the precision skill of an 
accomplished artist to apply the scientific knowledge of Homoeo- 
pathic philosophy and medicine effectively, with freedom from 
routinism and dogmatism,

The venoms of serpents represent a mixture of 
poisonous protein bodies (globulins and albumoses) 
with a ferment character. Known are neurotoxins, 
cytolysines, cytotoxines, haemorrhagines, haemoly- 
sines, leucocidines, coagulines, and anticoagu- 
lines. The effect of the poison mainly depends on 
the disturbance of the ferment principle of the 
bitten animal. 

The venom of the colubrides predominantly pro- 
duces a neurotoxic effect which brings about a loss 
of the sensibility (analgetic effect), paresis, curare- 
like conditions, narcotic effect, cerebral vomiting 
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and finally gastric and intestinal symptoms as well 
as cardiac and circulatory lesions. 
In viperides there prevails the action on the blood 
and vessels. According to the dose there may be 
caused either a coagulation or a loss of the capa- 
bility of the coagulation. In vivo, strong doses 
are to produce a coagulatory action and medium 
or small doses an anticoagulatory effect. In vitro, 
however, the proportions are tobe inverse (Allg. 
Hom. Ztg. 183 (1935) 2: 113). 
Presumably the venoms of serpents produce an 
action that renders tight the membranes and that 
reduces the permeability analogous to the antihis- 
taminica. This action leads toa reversible sup- 
pression of the irritability. One observes always 
a local and generally resorptive or continued and 
generalized reaction. 
Venoms of serpents permit an active immunisation. 
There are manufactured monovalent and polyva- 
lent antitoxically acting sera of serpents which are 
obtained from horses. 
In case that the neurotoxic or haemolytic compo- 
nents prevail there may exist the following possibi- 
lities of action of the venoms of serpents :— 
Analgestic effect; 
Central-sedative and spasmolytic effect; 
Augmentation of the capillary resistance ; 
Increase of the fibrination ; 
Regulation of disorders in the irrigation; 
Diminution of the existing vascular perme- 
ability ; 
Sinking of blood pressure through an indirect 
influence ; 
Diminution of the oedema readiness ; 
Curative action in chronically deformed 
arthrosis; and periostosis in consequence of 
over-exertion (cortison-effect);

There may be caused coagulatory pro- 
cesses, a tendency to thrombosis, embolism and 
diffuse necroses up to gangrene, accompanied by 
tremor, fever and bursting out of perspiration.

Experiences 
of homoeopathy point clearly to the resorptive 
action in case of a per-oral administration. 


In septic and malignant processes, especially in 
cholangitis and endocarditis, the treatment by 
means of injections is more secure than the per-oral 
application.

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LABOUR CASES—RETAINED PLACENTA 
B

Ordinarily the services of the Homoeopathic Doctor are not 
requisitioned in delivery cases. The village family Dai is consi- 
dered sufficient to take care of labour cases, failing which 
Lady Doctor is calledin difficult ones. But there are occasions 
where help of Homoeopath is eagerly sought for. It is not an 
uncommon experience for the Homoeopathic Doctor practising 
in small towns to receive mid-night calls from distant villages 
where he is asked to deal with a case of “retained placenta”. 
When the young enthusiastic Doctor reaches the house of the 
patient, he finds his patient in miserable condition—the cord 
hanging out from the vagina. 

The child-birth or labour is usually looked upon as divided 
into three stages. The first stage begins with the onset of 
“labour pains’ due to the regular rhythmic contraction of the 
muscular walls dilating gradually the mouth of the womb. 
This stage may last for 24 hours or more with a lady who is 
having her first child, but usually much shorter time in a woman 
who has delivereda child before and who has been taking 
Homoeopathic treatment as a prenatal care. 

The second stage is one in which the mouth of the womb 
has become fully dilated and the child is expected from the 
womb to the exterior. This stagelasts about 3 or 4hours. The 
pain is worst just as the head of the child is being born. After 
the child is born one cuts and ties off the umbilical cord 
which connects the navel of the child to the placenta—the 
structure which is attached to the mother's womb and supplies 
the infant with nourishments. 

The third stage of labour consists in the delivery of the 
placenta which usually comes away with some pains and some 
bleeding within half an hour after the birth of the child. 

It is of the greatest importance that the whole of placenta 
should be expelled from the womb, Labour cannot be said to be 
complete unless the placenta is fully expelled. It should come 
out within half an hour of delivery. 

In India male doctors are usually not allowed to enter 
labour room of the patient. So the Homoeopathic Doctors are 
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in difficulties and have to prescribe on the symptoms given by 
the attending woman. 

First on visiting a labour patient doctors should warn the

e The patient be assured as well as relatives that there is 
af nothing to be afraid of and all will be well. 
S In abortion or miscarriage or premature delivery attention 
a to placenta is all the more necessary.

“4 are responsible, so in such cases one should make sure that the 
. entire placenta has come out, as fragments of it are apt to 
a remain attatched to womb, giving rise to chronic discharge or 
d blood poisoning and subsequent septic fever. 

It should be impressed that too long retention of placenta is 
d not free from risk and harm. It may even lead to grave and 
of fatal results. Every case of retention of placenta must therefore 
- be given proper and immediate attention and proper remedies 
a should be found out.

Kali sulph 6x every 15 minutes in warm water till placenta is 
out is reported to be a good Bio-chemic remedy. 

The anxiety of retention of placenta can be avoided if pre- 
paratory measure is taken a month or two before delivery time. 
Dr. Clarke says, ‘The preparatory administration of Arnica, Bell 
and Calcarea Flour will diminish the tendency to retain 
placenta. In passing it may be mentioned that Dr. Dorothy 
Shepherd strongly advocated vegetarian diet in pregnancy, 
for the safe and easy labour. 

As regards potency 30 isin general use but Dr. Yingling 
is far high. He writes, ‘From actual experience we sincerely 
assert thatthe higher potencies are by far the best to usein 
labour cases specially and the best and quickest result is seen 
in most alarming emergency cases." 

Puisatilla 200 or 1M helps in proper presentation. 

Kali phos 4x and Caulophyllun 3x taken one dose daily for 
a month before delivery helps normal and easy delivery with- 
out any fear in the patient's mind. 

Calc. flour 6x or 12x strengthens the tissues of the uterus 
and prevents Hernia, and the possible development of piles, 
displacement, retroversion and sub-involution of uterus. 
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CLINICAL ABSTRACTS OF IMPORTANCE

(1). A physician will hardly require any other remedy to 
check diarrhoea generally, than the four following as per 
their indications given : 

(i) Coloc. 30 every 3or4hrs. if each diarrhoetic stool is 

preceded by pain. 

(ii) Podo. 30 every 3 or 4 hrs. if diarrhoea is painless and is 
accompanied by vomiting and prostration. 

Sometimes 200 or 1M may be needed. 

(iii) China 30 every 3 hrs. if painless diarrhoea is followed by 
prostration and flafulence. 

(iv) Ac. Phos. 30 every 3or4hrs. if painless diarrhoea is 
preceded by rumbling, without any debility and often 
accompanied by involuntary stool with flatus. 

(2) Most of the small-pox cases have recovered without 
facing crisis when Sulph. 30 in the morning and Variol. 30 
evening and night (though very often once only), and Ant. T.6 
or 30 when needed, are administered as routine remedies. 

(3) Ars. Alb. 3x every 3 hrs. often averts coryza, if the nasal 
flow is watery; Am. C., when nose feels blocked up inspite of 
watery flow. 

(4) When Dysenteric cases come under the influence of 
Mercury, its two doses in 30th potency will suffice; repetition 
will aggravate the trouble. 

(5) Bapt.O has proved a third day remedy in my practice, 
when fever remains constant for 48 hrs., threatening remittent 
or typhoid, its 16 to 20 drops, as the case may be, in2to3 
ounces of fresh water will bring the temperature down within 
24 hrs. if given in hourly or half-hourly tea-spoonful doses. 

(6) whenever a patient was thin and scrawny, perspired on 
head and led an apathetic life but parents particularly mother 
had been fleshy, Calc. C. did a great service in single doses. 

(7) When a typhoid case becomes complicated with men- 
ingitis, pneumonia or any other trouble, Arum. Triph 200 has a 
salutary effect if the patient picks the lips frequently. 


Note: {t must not be repeated, nor it should be substituted at least for 3 days. Whey, 
curd or milk be avoided because lactic acid antidotes this medicine. 
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(8) Thyroid. in high potency and in single dose helps 
growth in arrested development of children. 

(9) Streptococcus (nosdoe) in high potency takes care of 
infectious diseases (acute or chronic) whether ionsilar, Cardiac 
or Gastro-intestinal. 

(10) Verat. Alb. 6 and Jatropha 6 are to be considered as 
specific remedies in initial stage of Cholera, the difference bet- 
ween the two being that the former is indicated when diarrhoea 
is preceded by abdominal pain and vomiting if followed by 
prostration and perspiration particularly on forehead, the later 
acts when diarrhoea is generally painless and vomiting is 
followed by perspiration almost over the entire body. For 
cramps, Cup. Ars., is preferable to Cup. Met., Stram. 6 increases 
and restarts urine in case of suppression and retention. 

(11) Calc. C. ranks first in scrofulous patients. 

(12) Cham., Sanic., and Calc. Phos. are the drugs, generally 
useful in Marasmus which very often presents the symptoms 
similar to those of these medicines. 


Note: (1) Liver Extract is found extremely useful if given intercurrently twice in 
tea-spoonful doses. 


(2) When the selected remedies fail to check dentition diarrhoea, Sanic. 200 
will control it. 


(3) Calc. Phos. must not be lost sight of to be given intercurrently. 

(13) Cham. 6 or 30 and Bell. 6 or 30 in alternation during 
dentition period, Bapt.30 and Bry. 30 in alternation during 
continued fevers, often complicated with bronchitis, render 
prompt and useful service when indicated but fail to act singly. 

(14) Silicea C. M. generally aborts suppuration tending to 
turn into deep-seated abscess, if the painful surface is relieved 
by warm applications. 


Note: Hep. 5S. 200 in a few doses also equally acts in removing tumefaction threate- 
ning suppuration, if the surface is ¢xtr«emely sensitive to touch and air. 


(15) Cale. Suph excels other remedies in checking for- 
mation of pus in any part of body, internal or external. 

(16) Echinacea in 5to10 drop doses in alternation with 
Calc. Suph. 3x every 2 hrs. is amazingly useful in checking and 
removing septicemia and pyaemia when even surgeon’s knife 


is disappointing, may it be small-pox or instrumental septic. 
Note : Pyrogen is also called for when the trouble persists for a longer period. 


(17) In brain-fever the mixture of Ferr. Phos plus Kali Phos 
plus Mag. Phos every 15 or 20 mts. brings temperature down 
gradually and safely. 
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(18) Mag. Phos 3x and Nat. Sulph 3x whenever administe- 
red together to alleviate abdominal colic never failed, specially 
when warm application or fomentation gave relief. 

(19) Kali Mur. 3x or 6x in heavy doses i. e. 24 to 30 tablets 
at a time, often evacuates bowels without risk in remittent and 
typhoid cases or whenever peristaltic action of the intestines 
becomes dull (Alumina). 

(20) Kali Mur. 30x has a high place in the treatment of 
trachoma. 

{21) Kali Phos. 30x is to be considered the first remedy in 
palpitation of heart and collapse. 

(22) Cal. Phos. in 3x and 5x has proved an intercurrent 
effective remedy in all bone-diseases and crude cod liver oil 
asa useful adjunct. Its ointment helps healing when applied 
on bony ulcers. 

(23) Calc. Flour 6x to 30x, if used for months together, re- 
move haemorrhoidal trouble—blind or bleeding. 

Note: (1) Calc. Flour 3x, when applied externally with vaseline, ameliorates the ex- 
cruciating pains Jasting sometimes for hrs. after stool. 
(2) Colinsonia in 10 drop-doses thrice or Ham. IX (10 drops in an ounce of 


fresh water in tea-spoonful doses) as the case may be, will often stop 
bleeding. 


(24) Hyos. 6 is the only and useful remedy for constriction 
of throat when swallowing of liquids and solids is impossible. 

(25) In appendicitis Bell, Bry., Merc., Lach.and Dios. have 
been my favourite and routine remedies to remove the trouble. 

(26) In aphthous mouth, Merc. Dul.isa valuable remedy 
when the mouthis moist and the trouble goes down the throat; 
Kali Chlor 6-30 is very efficacious when the rest of the mouth 
is aphthous except the surface of the tongue; Borax is indicated 
when the mouth is hot; Merc. Sol. isa general remedy when 
mouth is moist and is dotted with amphthous ulcers here and there; 
red and dry mouth; Ac. Mur. 6. is useful when the trouble goes 
down the alimentary canal upto anus; Nat. Mur. 30 is specific 
when tongue is numb with entire loss of taste; Tarax. 6-30 when 
liver is at fault and tongue is covered with membrane-like piece 
(Ac. Mur); Homarus 6 gives immediate relief in stomatitis (Nit. 
ac., Coryd., Cor. cir) as a result of gastro-intestinal trouble. 

(27) Timely administration of crude camphor in pea-size 
pieces every 2 or 3 mts. saves one from the clutches of death as 
a result of sudden heart-failure or collapse. 
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(28) In cases of snake-bite, smoking of outermost parts of 
peacock-tail feathers has proved greatly helpful in taking away 
the poison; in unconscious state the victim should be inspired 
with smoke through nose by the smokers. 

(29) The whole-night cough yields easily to Meph. 3x 
every 4 hrs. 

(30) I have experienced the action of Ars. iod. 3x (twice 
daily and intercurrently) which acts on the heart muscle 
arresting degeneration and revitalising the organ, is useful and 
lasting in all cardiac as well as tubercular diseases.

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PREVENTION OF MYOPIA IN SCHOOLS

The cause and prevention of myopia in schools and colleges 
has been the subject of much discussion among the advocates 
of ophthalmic science. There is no doubt, however, that most 
children when they begin school are free from this defect, and 
that both the number of cases and degree of myopia steadily 
increase as the educational process progresses. In some cases 
the glasses are to be changed toa higher number after every 
six months. 

This condition was attributed to the excessive use of the 
eyes for near work and as it was impossible to abandon the 
educational system, attempts were made to minimize the 
supposed evil effects of reading, writing and other near work 
which it demanded. Careiul and detailed rules were laid 
down by various authorities as to the size of the type to be 
used in school books, the length of the line, their distance 
apart, the distance at which the book should be held, the 
amount and arrangement of light, the construction of the desks, 
the length of the time the eye might be used without change of 
focus, and soon. Even face rests were devised to hole the eye 
at the prescribed distance from the desk and to prevent stoop- 
ing which was supposed to cause congestion of the eye ball 
and thus. encourage elongation. In Germany where the 
problem was very important from military point of view, these 
rules were strictly observed. But the results of these preven- 
tive measures were disappointing and prevalence of myopia 
did not stop. 

The prevalence of myopia, the unsatisfactoriness of all ex- 
planation of its origin and the futility of all the measures of 
prevention led some writers of repute to the conclusion that the 
elongated eye-ball is the natural physiological adaptation to 
the needs of civilization. Against this view two arguments can 
be brought. One is that myopic eye does not see as well as 
the normal eye even at the near point, the other is that the 
defect tends to progress with very serious results sometimes 
ending in blindness. 

But in the light of truth, the problem turns out to be a 
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simple one and myopia is curable and higher degrees can be 
lessened. All] the measures described above, aimed at lessen- 
ing the strain of near work upon the eye, leaving aside the 
strain to see distant objects unaffected, and totally ignoring the 
mental strain which underlies the optical one, 

Cause.—The truth is that myopia is caused by a strain to see 
ata distance. The children strain in reading and they keep up 
that strain at other times too and when they look at distant 
objects under strain, myopia begins. Continuous strain in 
seeing distant objects tends myopia to progress. 

Circumstances also affect the eye sight to a great extent and 
some of them are the following :— 

1. When a child enters school he has a great many new 
and unexpected things to contend with. The child meets many 
strangers and these strangers have an effect upon the mind 
of the child. 

2. Children are great imitators.. They learn to talk and 
play from the influence of other children. Being great imitators 
they absorb many bad habits as well. If achild has a nervous 
teacher with imperfect sight, who is constantly straining his 
eyes to see, the child is very apt to imitate the eye strain of the 
teacher. If however, the teacher has good nerves, the child may 
absorb and acquire habits of great benefit. 

3. The things that the children are required to learn may 
be excessively uninteresting, and they labour under terrible 
mental strain for gaining marks and not for the acquisition of 
knowledge. 

4. Punishment either physical or mental 

5. The children are shut for hours every day within four- 
walls. They are even compelled to remain for long periods iin 
the same position. 

Many children cannot stand this strain and thusthe schools 
become the hot bed, not only for myopia, but of all other errors 
of refraction. Many people ask why do some children strain 
at the distance and acquire myopia while others do not and 
enjoy perfect sight. The answer is simple. All persons are 
not creatéd equal in this world. Some children can overcome 
the strain by resting their eyes unconsciously while others 
cannot. Even when they come to know that strain lowers the 
vision, they goon straining, as they do not know what else to do. 
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Cure.--Eye education should be given to children. They 
must be taught how to use the eyes in the right way in reading, 
writing, sewing and all near work they do. 

The children should be taught some of the very simple 
methods which can overcome the strain of the school work in a 
few minutes. 

The teachers should learn how to achieve normal sight 
without glasses. They should also be able to explain to the 
students how to avoid strain by relaxation methods. 

Teachers having very bad eye-sight should not be allowed 
to handle children. 

The eye sight of the children should be tested after every 
three or six months. Thagse whose sight is found defective, 
should be encouraged to practise relaxation methods daily 
or should be under the supervision of some one who is practis- 
ing this system of treatment till they are cured. 

The children should not be allowed to wear glasses when 
defective sight is detected. They should be treated without 
glasses in the very beginning and have normal sight without 
them as it becomes difficult to cure a patient completely when 
he has used glasses for several years, and the sight has deteri- 
orated to a great extent. 

Daily practice on the Snellen test card for 5 minutes in the 
school is necessary to keep up the sight of the children. 


A simple scheme for prevention of Myopia in Schools. 

Place the Snellen test card permanently upon the wall of 
each class room and every day the children should silently 
read the smallest letters they can see from their seats with both 
eyes and with each eye separately, the other eye being covered 
with the palm of the hand in such a way asto avoid pressure 
on the eye-ball. This takes no appreciable time and is suffi- 
cient to improve the sight of all children in a week and to cure 
all errors of refraction after some months, a year or longer. 

Appoint a period of five minutes for itin the beginning of 
the school work. It should be the duty of the teachers to see 
that the children read the test card with blinking and keep the 
eye-lids in the correct position. 

Children with markedly defective vision should be encou- 
raged to read the chart more frequently and also practise 
other relaxation methods which can be studied from the book

Children wearing glasses, should not be interfered with as 
they are supposed to be under the care of a physician; and the 
practice will do them little or no good whilethe glasses are 
worn. 

Though not essential it is a great advantage to have 
records made of vision of each pupil at the time when the 
method is introduced and thereafter at convenient intervals 
after six months or more frequently. This may be done by the 
teachers. The records should include the name, the age of the 
pupil, the vision of each eye tested and the date. 


How to test vision. 

Keep the Snellen test card at twenty feet distance from the 
student and ask him to read the chart with each eye separately, 
keeping the other eye covered withthe palm of the hand. 
Write the result in the form of a fraction with distance at which 
the line of letters is read as the numerator andthe distance at 
which the line oughtto be read as the denominator. The 
figures above the lines of letters on the Snellen test card indi- 
cate the distance at which thes=2 letters should be read by 
persons with normal sight. For example, Mr. Brijendra Kumar 
aged 14 reads at 20 ft. distance the 200 ft. line with the right 
eye and at 20 ft. distance the 50 ft. line with the left eye, then 
write as follows :—

A certain amount of supervision is absolutely necessary. At 
least once a year, one who understands the methods should 
visit each class room for the purpose of answering questions, 
encouraging the teachers to continue the use of the method 
and making some kind of report to the proper authorities. Itis 
not necessary that either the teacher, the supervisor or the 
children should understand anything about the physiology of 
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the eye.. This scheme will save most of the students from 
becoming myopic. Try itin the schools fora year and keep 
the records. Compare it with the results of the previous year 
and you will be convinced of the fact. 

It isa fact when the eye looks at an unfamiliar object it 
always strains moreor lessto see that object, and defective 
sight is always produced. When the children look at unfamiliar 
writing or figures onthe black-board, the distant maps, dia- 
grams or pictures, they become myopic temporarily, though 
their vision may be under other circumstances absolutely 
normal. When the eye regardsa familiar object, the effect 
is quite otherwise. Not only can it be seen without strain, but 
the strain of looking later’at unfamiliar object is lessened and 
defective sightis cured. Henceifthe children become able ~ 
to relax while looking at familiar objects, they are able to main- 
tain their relaxation while looking at unfamiliar objects at other 
times. Daily reading of the same chart helpsthe children to 
relax their eyes as every familiar object does and the relaxation 
produced by it is sufficient to regard the other unfamiliar 
objects also without strain. 








The children should be instructed to blink frequently, because blinking helps 
lubrication and relaxation to relieve strain. 

Whenever the eyes feel tired the eyes should be covered with the palms to give 
them rest. This is called palming. While palming the children should think of some 
pleasant objects like green grass field, blue sky, red clothes, white clothes etc. It is 
also useful to imagine the black printed lines and the white lines in between the printed 
lines. 

Central fixation and shifting are also very useful to preserve good eye-sight and to 
cure defective sight. By this we mean that the eyes should be fixed on the centre of each 
word or the object and the eyes should shift with the reading or writing Of each word. 
By this method of shifting and Central fixation i.e. by adoptinga proper procedure 
of looking at things, one can correct defective eye-sight. By the shifting method one 
can turn the cinema seeing to help in improving eye-sight instead of causing strain. 

Over and above these simple rules one can take constitutional Homoeopathic 
treatment because there are many good Homoeopathic medicines which can prevent and 
cure many eye troubles. Occasional doses of Physostigma 3, cr Ruta6 or 30 will 
relieve the eye strain. A list of homoeopathic medicines useful in various eye troubles 
may run into several pages and hence IJ give below a few such which are commonly useful. 
Ruta G.6 Headache or pain around the eyes on seeing cinema, doing sewing, painting etc. 
Calc. Carb 200, Left or Right half not visible. Physostigma—All sorts of defective vision. 
Lyco or Lithium Carb—-Right half not visible. 

Calc. flour, Phosphorous, Conium or Silicea Cataract. 
Phosphorous—Blindness after Typhoid, colour blindness. — Editor.

There was no particular improvement in itching for 2 or3 
days after which steady improvement set inand itching vanish- 
ed completely in about 7 days and no further medicine was 
required. The patient has also improved a lot in general health. 


(2) Indigestion & Piles. 


An example of the personality of the invisible disease 
element and the drug picture as expressed by symptoms and 
cured by Homoeopathic matching of drug symptoms with 
personal symptoms. 

We beg to present a case which first came to us for treat- 
ment on the 28th May,.1956 and presented a report of his 
symptoms in his own handwriting and took our treatment for 
about a month and then did not come to report. 

The same patient again called on us on the 29th Decem- 
ber 1959, i.e., after 34 years and again submitted a written report 
of his symptoms and feelings which were entirely different from 
the report dated 28th May, 1956; but yet indicated the same 
Homoeopathic medicine. And here lies the genius of Home- 
eopathy and the magic of scientific interpretation of the 
patients, constitutional symptoms matching with the drug symp- 
toms. A square peg fits ina square anda roundina round 
hole in whatever manner you may putit. Or, if two angles of a 
triangle coincide, the other angle and the sides also will coin- 
cide. 

We reproduce below the report and the treatment as it is 
from his Case book. 

Mr. G. L. B. aged 45 on 28th May 1956 reports— 

Constipation, much gas formation, Vertigo, weakness, Cowar- 
dice feeling, fears of falling when walking, sees the other things 
coming towards him (Hyo? Stramo); while sleeping or lying 
fears the roof may fall down upon him; such hallucinations and 
apprehensions, cloudiness of gas in brain, Backache, heaviness 
and fullness in abdumen, scanty urination, feels worse in 
summer. 

Also has piles with occasional bleeding and pain during 
and after passing stools. 

Besides, we observed that heis tall, pale, thin and emaciated 
although we know his other brothers are guite stout and heal- 
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thy. Aregular tabacco smoker. We also observed some thick 
greenish lachrymation at the corners of his eyes, and loud 
empty eructations. 

All these naturally and undoubtedly pointed to Arg. Nit. 
and we started the treatment as under—

29-5-56 Arg. Nit 200-2 
5-6-56 No more gas formation, nor stomachache but still 
complains of constipation with hard dry stool. 

Nat. Mur 30-4 

6-6-56 Same (but to clear the ground we gave.) Nux Vom-200-2 

8-6-56 Same (but to clear the psoric ground). Sulph 200-2 

9-6-56 Stools slightly easier, otherwise same. Placebo 30-4 
10-6-56 Had slight bleeding from piles, also backache. 

Aesculus Hip 30-4 

11-6-56 No more bleeding, backache also less, has history of 

operation of piles 5 years back. Arg. Nit. 1M-2 


(Colinsonia 3 to be taken occasionally when constipated). 


9-7-56 Has been comparatively better but still has some gas 
p formation constipation when not taking Colinsonia 3. 
Arg. Nit. 1OM 2 

Thereafter we did not hear anything from him until he came 
to us again on the 28th December 1959 ie. after 34 years and 
submitted another written report as under— 

Painful piles with occasional bleedings and pain during 
and after stools. Also some pus discharge from piles. Worse 
when constipated. Flatulence and gas formation. Also pain 
in the left chest. Also backache and occasional stomachache. 
Poor appetite. Likes sweets. 

Again from his features and eyes and a few other symptoms 
we worked out Arg.Nit., as we did not remember that he had a 
case book in our dispensary for the short treatment he had taken 
from us in the past. But later on, the old case book was disco- 
vered and we were simply amused to find how again present 
symptoms indicated the same medicine, although he did not 
report any of the former mental symptoms on this occasion. 
On enquiry however we learnt that he has been free from the 
old mental symptoms and has been keeping comparatively 
better in the interim period. We were also glad to learn that 
he has in the meanwhile given up tobacco smoking. 
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Although the patient himself may not attach any impor- 
tance to the apparently insignificant two small doses of Arg. 
Nit. 10m given to him 34 years back, we hope (as all who know 
Homoeopathy. would agree) we are justified to assume that the 
same two doses must have done him immense good quietly and 
gradually, and must have kept further aggression of the disease 
force at bay, so that he did not think of any serious need of 
further treatment. we only wonder if Arg. Nit. 10m helped 
him gather enough will power to give up smoking or developed 
aversion to smoking. 

A stitch in time saves nine, and so we feel if he had reported 
to us at least once a month and had taken occasional doses of 
homoeopathic medicines at long intervals he could get rid of 
the troubles long ago. : 

He has however again started taking our prescriptions with 
gradual improvement in all respects but who knows how long 
would he care to stick. 

(3) Hernia. 

Gulabchand aged 10 years suffering from right inguinal 
Hernia was brought to us for Homoeopathic treatment on 6th 
April, 1957 and submitted a written history to us which reads

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THE MAGNESIA GROUP 
EUGENE UNDERHILL, M.D. 
PHILADELPHIA, PENNSYLVANIA 


The remedies to be studied under this group include 
Magnesia Carbonica, Magnesia muriatica, Magnesia phospho- 
rica and Magnesia sulphurica or Epsom Salt. 

All of the Magnesias are so-called blcod thinners or anaemia 
producers and gastro-intestinal irritants. They also have affinity 
for nervous tissue and therefore often indicated when neuralaic 
pains are aconspicuous complaint. All are deep, long-acting 
remedies. 

A state of nervous ten’seness is common to all members of 
the group. Anxiety and uneasiness of mind are characteristic 
mental symptoms. Depression, apprehension and irritability 
are symptoms that help to set the pattern. 

Magnesia carb.—Anxious ingquietude of mind with trembling 
of hands. Sadness with aversion to conversation. Apprehen- 
sive with feeling of warmth over body and through head. 
Complaints following nervous stress or shock, also following 
long periods of worry or mental fatigue. 

Magnesia Mur.—Anxious, restless and fidgety. Hard to 
keep still or remain in one position. Nervousness with tendency 
to weep. Aversion to company and to conversation. Wakeful- 
ness with sense of fear that something will happen. Anxiety 
with relief in open air. 

Magnesia phos.—Mental depression and anxiety. Presistent 
depression of spirits. Very forgetful. Complains bitterly of pain. 
Tiredness with indisposition for mental effort. Tense form of 
nervousness. Pain causes restlessness. 

Magnesia Sulph.-—Foreboding anxiety as if some accident 
would happen. Apprehension with restless uneasiness. Melan- 


_choly with disposition to weep. Tendency to be easily irritated 


or annoyed. 

From the above it appears that mental symptoms of each 
remedy follow the group pattern rather closely, but it requires 
symptoms outside of the mental field to make the individual 
selection. In fact, no really sharp picture unfolds itself that 
would warrant describing it as the Magnesia mind. The Natrum ° 
group presents a more definite mental pattern both collectively 
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and individually. The same may be said of the Kali group, 
although perhaps to a somewhat less degree. Remedies such 
as Arsenicum album, Nux Vomica, Phosphorus, Pulsatilla and 
Sepia all present clearly-defined mental symptoms. When it 
comes to the Magnesias top many other remedies present mind 
symptoms that follow along more or less similar lines. It might 
be said that Magnesia exerts its effects more in the body than 
in mind. It is more “somatic” than “psycho”. 

Pain and sensitiveness to pain are strong features of 
Magnesia. Inthe carbonate there is painful sensitiveness of 
the entire body; also lightning-like neuralgic pains; sore, aching 
feeling in shoulders and limbs. Often there is facial neuralgia 
with preference for the left side. Toothache in the roots of the 
teeth, even in the absence of caries. 

In Magnesis Muriaticum symptoms of nerve irritation with 
cramping pains in the region of the liver and uterine region. 
Aching pains in back and hips. Lancing, drawing, tearing 
painsin the extremities. Drawing pains in face; cramp-like 
pains in bones of face. Toothache aggravated by least contact 
of food. Abdominal and uterine cramps with pains extending 
to thighs. 

Magnesia phosphorica, called the “prince of the Magnesias’* 
by Nash and the “great anti-spasmodic remedy“ by other 
writers. Severe cramping, neuralgic pains which are amelio- 
rated by heat and pressure. Sudden, violent cramps and 
paroxysms of pain anywhere in body. Intestinal and uterine 
colic relieved by heat and pressure. Deep massage will often 
relieve the pain, but only momentarily. Often indicated in 
exhausted, neurotic persons, and no word short of “violent” 
will describe the severity of the pains to which the patient is 
subjeted, pains so severe that they are practically the sole topic 
of conversation. Cramping, cutting, shooting, spasmodic pains 
better from heat and pressure. 

Magnesia Sulphurica is full of pain like the other’ 
Magnesias, but the word "cramping" is largely replaced by the 
term “burning”. This is probably dueto the Sulphur in the 
combination. Burning, tearing, rheumatic pains in the limbs 
with a feeling of soreness over the body. Violent burning 
pains in the head, especially in the temples. Bruised, burning 
and stitching pains in the back and elsewhere in the body. 
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Burning and neuralgic pains in the abdomen radiating from 
the umbilicus. 

In the digestive sphere the carbonate has a strong action 
on the stomach, liver and intestines. Magnesia muriatica affects 
the liver and the general function of digestion. The Phosphorus 
combination brings out the nervous sensitivity and is prone to 
severe abdominal and intestinal cramps. Magnesia sulphurica 
has a sluggish liver function, intestinal irritation with diarrhoea 
of a watery nature and copious urine of a greenish colour when 
first voided. 

Desires and aversions, aggravations and ameliorations 
in respect to food often have selective value. 

Magnesia carbonica desires bread and butter, but in some 
cases there is an aversion. Craving for milk, meat and broth 
even though they aggravate. Desire for fruits and sour foods, 
also for cold drinks. 

Magnesia muriatica desires sweets, but is aggravated 
from butter and fat in general. There is also aggravation 
from cold food, fruit, meat, milk and salty foods. 

Magnesia phosphorica has aversion to coffee, but a craving 
for very cold drinks as in Phosphorus. 

Magnesia sulphurica has aversion to tobacco, and aggrava- 
tion from eating potatoes, the later having been verified a 
number of times in the writer's experience. Aversion to meat 
is a frequent symptom. 

Lack of vital heat is noted under Magnesia carbonica and 
Magnesia muriatica and this modality is strongly marked under 
Magnesia phosphorica, the later desiring warmth in general as 
well as heat applied locally. Magnesia sulphurica is a much 
warmer remedy. 

Magnesia muriatica hasa4to8P.M. aggravation but toa 
less degree than Lycopodium. Periodic complaints have been 
observed under Magnesia carbonica with a three week cycle, 
this mostly in very chronic conditions. 

Acidity is characteristic of Magnesia carbonica. Sour 
odour of body, sour eructations. Gastric hyperacidity. These 
symptoms are most common in sensitive, nervous patients. 

Magnesia muriatica acts strongly on the liver, and constipa- 
tion is nearly always an associated symptom. Small knotty 
stools which have a tendency to crumble as they are expelled. 
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Constipation in children during dentition. Pelvic disorders in 
women with long history of digestive trouble. 


Magnesia phosphorica acts on the digestive tract and 
with any gastric disorder there is the characteristic relief 
from heat and pressure. If there is toothache, it will be 
relieved by holding hot water in the mouth and by pressure 
on the jaw. Persistent hiccough with thirst for ice cold drinks 
but with relief from external heat and pressure on the stomach 
and abdomen. This remedy is indicated in menstrual suppres- 
sion following cold bathing or/and chilling of the abdomen. 
Amelioration from heat and pressure is a necessary modality. 

Magnesia sulphurica has frequent eructations tasting like 
spoiled eggs. Nausea with accumulation of water in the mouth. 
Vomiting of food then mucus. Sensation of coldness in 
stomach with nausea. Burning sensation in throat, esophagus 
and stomach. 


Magnesia sulphurica or Epsom Salts, is used with a very 
free hand as an external application in the form of hot 
compresses. In the writer's opinion its value is very much 
overstressed. Towels wrung out of hot water, and continued 
until the tissues are thoroughly heated through, will serve the 
purpose just as well.

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RATIONALE OF HOMOEOPATHY 


( A talk by Dr. K. G. Saxena, Broadcast on the A.I.R, New Delhi, 
on 9-2-60 during the Radio week ). 


Homoeopathy is the most modern system of medicine in the 
world. It was founded by Dr. Samuel Hahnemann of Germany 
about 150 years ago. Homoeopathy is based on nature’s law of 
similia similibus curentur, or ‘let likes be treated by likes’. This 
is opposite to the Allopathic principle of contraria contraris i.e. 
giving medicines producing opposite effects to disease. 

The doctrine of similia is not a new invention. The Ayurve- 
dic principle of fageafaqaetazy i.e. ‘poison is to be treated by 
poison’, reveals its parallelism with that of Homoeopathy. It was 
also known to Hippocrates, the father of Allopathy, and several 
others like Stahl, Hoffman, Haller, Cullen etc. But it was only 
Hahnemann who after long experience of more than 30 years 
elaborated the law and placed it on sound, practical and logical 
basis. Homoeopathy is a new approach tothe study of disease 
and treatment, with a view to obtain a permanent, gentle and 
rapid cure. It cures patients by the reaction of the vital force 
against the disease, discarding the theory of curing diseases, 
by massive and repeated doses of drugs. Homoeopathy cures 
by minute and infrequent doses of drugs on the principle of 
similia. Homoeopathy treats the patients by the administration 
of drugs that produce effects similar to disease. Thus diarrhoea 
is treated with podophyllum which itself causes diarrhoea 
when given to healthy persons. The quantity of the drug is 
very minute so as to stimulate the vital force against the disease. 
The medicines do not cause any toxic or ill effects on the human 
organism. The effects of drugs are found out by experiments 
on healthy persons instead of on animals and are recorded 
carefully in the materia medica, Potentisation or dynamisation 
is a special feature in Homoeopathy whereby the drug power is 
enhanced in a gradual manner and even the most insoluble and 
inert substances are subjected to this process. The high poten- 
cies of silicea, gold, charcoal, Lycopodium and many other 
minerals, metals and solid substances are being used for more 
than 150 years with remarkble effects on various diseases. 

It is now realised that large and small doses of a drug have 
opposite effects. This is supported by Arndt Schulz Law also. 
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A poisonous substance may prove fatal in large doses, whereas 
its smaller or minimal doses actually stimulate the vital activi- 
ties of the same cells. Schulz has scientifically explained that 
the symptoms of disease often are an expression of the healing 
reaction of the body and the remedy having similar reactive 
properties will merely augment the natural healing process. 
That is all Homoeopathy. 

The minute dose causes an initial aggravation of the disease 
symptoms and is a favourable sign in the healing process, 
generally followed by amelioration of the disease. Again the 
medicine is given infrequently. Solong asthe reaction of the 
medicine continues there is no need of repetition of the doses 
and thereby cause interference with the healing reaction of the 
vital force. 

There has been unjust and unfounded criticism of the 
Homoeopathic principle of giving small dose. Modern science 
has demonstrated that by minutest subdivision energy is 
liberated from inert mass or bulk weight. Similarly by poten- 
tisation a homoeopathic drug becomes powerful and affects the 
diseased cell of the human being remarkably. Thus the small 
doses of Homoeopathy should not present any misconception 
to modern Biology. Radium, Vitamins, Ferment Ions, Colloids, 
mineral salts and sulpha drugs are all now being used in minute 
doses. 

The principles of Homoeopathy are applicable to all dis- 
eases whether acute or chronic, epidemic or endemic, infectious 
or contagious, mental or nervous. It tackles disease of all ages 
whether in males or females, children or old men. It has not 
to discover any germ or bacteria as the causative factor for a 
particular disease but will treat iton the basis of its immutable 
law and other principles. 

Homoeopathy is about hundred years ahead of the domi- 
nant system of medicines. The doctrines of the vital force, 
single remedy and minimum dose, adopted by Homoeopathy 
are now being followed by the modern therapy in the prepara- 
tion and utilisation of drugs. Homoeopathy treats the patient 
asa whole, and nota certain group of symptoms pointing to 
particular disease, or so-called diagnosis. The treatment 
requires the selection of a single drug for the case in hand on 
the basis of individualisation or characterisation of those spe- 
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cial features, which distinguish the patient from other cases of 
a similar nature. 

There is a general notion, that Homoeopathy is opposed to 
the study of basic medical science like Anatomy, Physiology, 
Practice of medicine etc. According to Hahnemann and the 
tenets of Homoeopathy, a homoeopath must have knowledge in 
all basic sciences of medicine along with Materia medica, 
Organon and Philosophy. Similarly surgery is also taught to 
all regular homoeopathic students. Surgery is applied restrict- 
edly by the homoeopaths as most of the so-called surgical 
diseases like carbuncle, gangrene, septicemea, fistula and 
ulcers are wonderfully cured by internal homoeopathic medi- 
cine. Of course in advanced cases of tumors or stones in 
kidney or bladder, where the danger to life is imminent, 
patients are advised operation. Surgical and other means are 
also applied in cases of accidents, fractures, burns, scalds and 
other injuries. Here, with surgical means, external and internal 
homoeo medicines wonderfully work together. 

Homoeopathy began to spread in our country since Dr. 
Honigberger was invited to treat Maharaja Ranjit Singh in 1839. 
Bands of missionaries, civilians and other enthusiasts made 
their individual efforts for the propagation of Homoeopathy. 
There are more than 3 lakhs of homoeopaths serving the coun- 
try now. 

The dawn of Independence has brought about consider- 
able progress to Homoeopathy. It is now recognised by 11 
States in India. There are eight under-graduate homoeopathic 
colleges, imparting homoeopathic training in different states 
of our country. There are 9indoor Homoeopathic Hospitals 
and thousands of Homoeo dispensaries run by individuals, 
charitable trusts, dist. boards, municipalities & State Govts. 

The Planning Commission incorporated five proposals for 
the welfare of Homoeopathy inthe First Five Year Plan. Inthe 
Second Plan, 36 lakhs were kept apart for Research and for the 
opening or upgrading of Homoeopathic institutions. Out of 
this 12 lakhs have already been spent on various schemes. The 
Central Government appointed an Advisory Committee in 
1959 to advise the Government on Homoeopathy. The Plan- 
ning Commission have recently nominated two homoeopaths 
on the health panel for the third plan period

Minutes & proceedings of the 2nd Annual General Meeting 
of the Rajasthan Homeopathy Aossociation ( Regd. )} 
held at the office of the Asssciation at New Colony, 
Jaipur, on Sunday the 10th April, 1960 at 2 P.M. 


President Dr. Chandra Prakash took the chair. 


The minutes of the last meetings were read out and adopted. 

(1) The Secretary Dr. T. S. Chohan read out his speech and 
annual report showing the various activities and the progress 
and achievements of the Association within a short period 
of its formation, which was received and unanimously adopted 
with applause. 

(2) The Treasurer Dr. Krishna Charan presented the 
accounts of the Association, as well as the TORCH of Homoeo- 
pathy, duly audited by the auditors M/s. B. D. Gargeiya & Co., 
Chartered Accountants, Jaipur; which were received with 
appreciation and unanimously adopted with applause. 

The Secretary placed on the table the proposal for several 
amendments inthe Constitution (Rules and Regulations) as noti- 
fied and approved by the Executive Committee meeting dated 
20. 3. 60. and signed by almost all the members of the Associa- 
tion entitled to vote. 

After due consideration and discussions the following 
amendments were unanimously resolved, accepted and 
adopted. 

(3) Unanimously resolved that the words “each Calendar 
year’ be substituted for the words “each year" in the Clause 
No. 4 (a), to avoid any misuderstanding. 

(4) Resolved that the words "every second year" be added 
to the Clause 5(1) to read the Clause as ‘The election of office- 
bearers every second year". 

(5) Resolved that the Clause 9 be amended to read "The 
Executive Committee shall consist of a maximum number of 15 
members as under :— 

(a) President. 

(b) Two Vice Presidents. 

(c) General Secretary. 

(d) Two Joint Secretaries. 
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(e) One Treasurer. 

(f) Four members elected in the Annual General meeting 
and four members co-opted by the president as and 
when necessary and deemed convenient, with the con- 
firmation of the Executive Committee. 


(6) Unanimously resolved that the clause No. 10 also 
accordingly be amended to read—"The president, two Vice 
Presidents, General Secretary, Two joint Secretaries, the treasu- 
rer, and four members will be elected every second year in the 
Annual General Meeting.“ 

(7) Unanimously resolved that the clause No. 9 be ammen- 
ded to be marked as number 9 (1). 


(8) Unanimously resolved that a clause No. 9 (2) be inserted 
to read - "In case of any vacancy occuring in the Executive 
Committee elected in the Annual General Meeting, the 
remaining members of the Executive Committee may themselves 
elect any member or members to fill in the vacancy or vacan- 
cies for the remaining period of office or until the next due 
general elections in an Annual General Meeting. 


(9) Unanimously resolved that the first sentence in the 
clause No. 8 on Quorum be ammended to read - "The quorum 
at the Annual General Meetings will be twenty members or 
1/4th of the total number of members entitled to vote as on the 
date of issue of the notice whichever is less". 


(10) Unanimously resolved that the Govt. of Rajasthan be 
requested to exempt the Homoeopathic medicines from the 
sales tax in consideration of the facts that the patients using the 
Homoeopathic medicines are often too poor, and most of the 
Homoeopaths also are too poor financially because in the 
absence of state recognition and state support they just carry 
on the spirit of service with Homoeopathy to their equally poor 
patients without any scope for high fees or high profits in the 
cheap medicines. The Sales Tax on Homoeopathic medicines 
would mean an extra burden to the poor and sick patient, who 
cannot even earn his daily wages during the sickness.

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ALL INDIA HOMOEOPATHIC CONVENTION (1960) 


The following resolutions were adopted unanimously in 
the All India Homoeopathic Convention under the Chairman- 
ship of Dr. D. N. Chatterjee held at Hyderabad, on 10th April, 
1960 at Gandhi Bhavan. 

Resolution No. I. As per recommendation made by Dave 
Committee, appointed by Government of India, this Convention 
resolves that a Central Council of Homoeopathy comprising of 
representatives from each State of our country be formed im- 
mediateiy for laying out the future plans and to work for the 
development of Homoeopathy. 

Proposed by Dr. JT. Perraju. (Andhra Pradesh) and 
seconded by Dr. P. Sankaran (Bombay). 

No. II. Most of the rural areas in our country where 
medicine, especially the costly allopathic medicine, is not within 
the easy reach of the sick folk dueto existing impoverished 
conditions, are subjected to untold suffering and misery. As 
suggested by Dr. D. N. Chatterjee in his Presidential address, 
this Convention recommends to all the Provincial Organisations 
to organise and undertake a whirl-wind propaganda of Homoeo- 
pathy mostly in such rural areas, as we claim Homoeopathy to 
be highly efficacious and an economical system of Medicine. 

Proposed by Dr. Y. Gavarraju ( Andhra Pradesh) and 
seconded by Dr. C. P. Subbarayan (Andhra Pradesh). 

No. III. Resolved to request the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh to constitute a separate Directorate for Homoeopathy 
composed of Homoeopaths only as recommended by the several 
committees appointed by the Central Government from time to 
time. Asa necessary prelude to the constitution of such a 
directorate, we request the Governmentito appoint Homoeo- 
paths inthe Office of the Chairman of the Board of Homoeo- 
pathy and the Special Officer. 

Proposed by Dr. C. Kondala Rao ( Andhra Pradesh ) and 
seconded by Dr. K. N. Murthy (Andhra Pradesh). 

No. IV. This Convention reiterates with all the emphasis 
about the ill and harmful effects consequent to vaccination. 
Hence it is resolved to constitute a Committee of a few of the 
eminent Homoeopaths to draft a Memorandum and to make the 
necessary representations both to the Central and the State 
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Governments, requesting them to make primary vaccination 
optional, asin the progressive countries like Great Britain, in- 
stead of making vaccination compulsory. 

Proposed by Dr. A. R. A. Acharya (Mysore) and seconded 
by C. Kondala Rao (Andhra Pradesh). 

No. V. It is resolved to form a Committee of Five Mem- 
bers to chalk out a programme to propagate Homoeopathy as 
indicated in the Presidential Address 

No. VI. It is resolved to request the Government to issue 
a directive to the effect that any body of Local self Government 
can run a Homoeopathic Dispensary or Hospital. It is also re- 
solved to appeal to all interested in Homoeopathy to address to 
the Government regarding the above with a copy of the same 
to the Provincial Associations 

Proposed by Dr. Moturi Satyanarayana (Andhra Pradesh) 
and seconded by Dr. E. V.Subrahmaniam. (Andhra Pradesh). 

No. VII. It is resolved to represent to the Central and the 
State Governments with a request to bestow equal status to 
the Registered Homoeopathic Practitioners on par with the 
Registered Medical Practitioners of other Systems in respect of 
recruitments in the Government and Local Bodies andin the 
State Health Insurance Dispensaries as well as in all the Health 
programmes. 


Moved by Dr. A. R. A. Acharya ( Mysore) and seconded 
by Dr. P. Sankaran (Bombay). 

No. VIII. It is resolved to represent to the Government 
of India and the State Governments the necessity of appointing 
a separate directorate for Homoeopathy in the Central as well 
as in the State levels. 

Proposed by Dr. P. Sankaran (Bombay) and seconded by 
Dr. A. R. A. Acharya (Mysore). 

No. IX. Itis resolved to request the State Governments 
totake immediate steps to start Government Homoepathic 
Colleges from the next Academic year. 

Proposed by Dr. B. G. Tilak ( Andhra Pradesh ) and se- 
conded by Dr. T. Surya Rao (Andhra Pradesh). 

No. X. It is resolved to represent to the Industrial Insti- 
tutions and the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation with 
a request to treat the Homoeopathic system of Medicine at par 
with the Allopathic system and the registered Homoeopathic 
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physicians be appointed as Medical Officers in the Dispen- 
saries and the hospitals run by these institutions 

Proposed by Dr. K. P.S. Menon ( Andhra Pradesh ) and 
seconded by Dr. C. P. Subbarayan (Andhra Pradesh). 

Resolution No. XI. It is resolved to request the Govern- 
ment of Andhra Pradesh : 

1. To amend the 1956 Homoeopathic Act Sections 27 (i) 
C, 28 and 29, reducing the years of practice from 10 to 5 years 
or even less on par with the existing conditions at Hyderabad 
from the date of commencement of Registrations i. e. 18-6-1959 
for the purpose of Registration. 

2. Tointegrate both the Acts of Andhra and Hyderabad 
at an early date publishing aG.O. tothe satisfaction of both 
the sides, 

3. Toextend the period of registration of Private Practi- 
tioners asin vogue today till that period the Government is 
able to start Homoeopathic Institutions releasing qualified 
doctors from these Institutions satisfying the needs of the 
public, but not to stop the registration from the date of the Act 
coming into force. 

4, Topublish Syllabus of Examination at an early date.

We have been informed by Dr. Surajmal Garg, Registrar, 
Gwalior Homoeopathic and Biochemic Medical College and 
Hospital, Madan Dham, Laskar, that the College has been tem- 
porarily recognised for one year by the M.P. Government Board 
of Homoeopathic and Biochemic Systems of Medicine. 


Speech by Dr. Pohumal Isswardas, 
President, Homoeopathic Association, Ajmer, on the Hahnemann Day Celebration. 

Homoeopathy came to humanity through the researches of 
one of the greatest scientists of the 18th century. Itisa west- 
ern system of medicine like allopathy having originated in 
Germany. Inorder to understand what Homoeopathy is we 
must have aclear idea of the life and achievement of that 
great person who brought this medical science into being. He 
was Dr. Samuel Hahnemann MD. of a German University. He 
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was born in Germany on 10th April, 1755. His father was a 
poor painter, but the son rose to be an eminent allopath. Witha 
surgical knife and a bottle of medicine he thought he could cure 
any earthly being. Hecameto disbelieve in God and before 
long became an atheist until so happened that he lost his wife 
and children and all of them he could not save. His knife 
and bottle failed him; and this was a great turning point in his 
life. He grew sceptic about the uncertainties and vagaries of 
the prevailing medical theories and practices of his age. His 
intuitive genius had not to wait long and about the year 1790, 
he started with the principle of Similia Similibus Curentur. 
The hypothesis was brought to perfection and the Homoeo- 
pathic mode of treatment was proved to be foundedon sure 
and unassailable grounds. Soon he was driven out from 
Germany for propagating against the state system of medicine. 
Then people in Europe regarded him asa lunatic because his 
newly invented theory was beyond their power of understand- 
ing. He went from town to town and finally settled in Austria. 
The then king of Austria, Leopold, fell severely ill and the 
prevailing system of medicine was tried in vain. The king 
was advised to callthe lunatic. The king was treated and 
cured. In gratefulnessthe king built a grand Homoeopathic 
Hospital and Dr. Hahnemann was the first physician of a high 
order, recognised by the State. He was 60 years of age by 
that time. People from far and near sought his treatment and 
he used to prepare medicines himself. But he never wrote 
down prescriptions. A French girl came determined one day 
to get this secret out of the old doctor. In her yearning to 
keep the candle of Homoeopathy burning even after the death 
of the old Doctor, she made the sacrifice of her blooming youth 
and married the old doctor. The present world of Homoeo- 
pathy is highly indebted to her. Hahnemann dictated his buoks 
on medicines and she wrote. Since then the knowledge got 
diseminated all over France, America and Germany. Dr. 
Hahnemann died in Paris on 2nd July, 1843, at the age of 88. 
This medical science of Homoeopathy which was born in 
Germany is now practised in every quarter of the world. 


Principles and Utility of Homoeopathy : 


(a) Homoeopathy treats in accordance with the principle of 
‘Similia Similibus’ or by giving drugs that produce effects simi- 
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lar to disease; such as Diarrhoea is treated with Podophyllum 
or Croton which cause Diarrhoea. Ipecac produces vomiting 
while in atomic dose cures the same. 

(b) Homoeopathy treats the sick on the indications of the 
mental and physical peculiarities of the patient that distinguish 
him from other similar cases. For example in Malaria one 
patient likes to cover and the other kicks off the cover inspite of 
severe chilliness. 

(c) Homoeopathy never treats any symptom separately. It 
treats only by internal medication witha single remedy. No 
suppression but permanent cure. 

(d) Homoeopathy prescribes minute, highly diluted and 
sweet doses that never cause any toxic effect. 

(e) Homoeopathy goes tothe root of the vital force that 
animates every cell, tissue and organ of the body in health and 
disease. 

(f) Homoeopathy experiments on healthy human beings 
and obtains a picture of detailed drug effecton man. That is 
why Homoeopathy is so successful in mental disease as well. 

(g) Hornoceopathy does not waste much timein deciding 
the diagnostic names of the disease but it can at once take on 
treatment on symptoms without bothering much about the name 
of the disease. 

(h) Homoeopathy cures the chronic cases of physical and 
mental disease and has saved patients from the pains of under- 
going operations many a time. 

A Warning : Homoeopathic medicines, on account of their 
efficacy and sweet taste have become so much popular that 
there isa great danger of their being misused by undesirable 
hands. Most of the laymen go on telling public that Homoeo- 
pathic medicines even if wrongly given do no harm. In this 
way they have actually created a public opinion in that direc- 
tion. Therefore I warn the public against this erroneous im- 
pression. If Homoeopathic medicines were not powerful 
enough to produce disease they would not be powerful enough 
to cure sick people. They can be means of tremendous harm if 
wrongly prescribed, specially in high potency.

The Government, Dr. Chatterjee said, had more than 12 years to investi- 
gate the scientific truth about Homoeopathy and the fact that they seemed to be 
pursuing a policy of founding the State Faculty of Homoeopathy in every State, 
showed that they had recognised Homoeopathy as a scientific system of treatment 
of diseases. If this was true, why discriminatory treatment to homoeopathy 
alone, he asked.

Sir, 

Through the medium of your esteemed journal I draw your 
kind attention and the attention of the public in general and 
Government in particular towards the movement and cam- 
paign of family planning schemes. 

Family Planning : 

It is said that over-population is a greater threat than 
nuclear weapons. Over-population is the most important 
problem, which has faced the world today and that its day to 
day increase is a matter of anxiety for all the countries of the 
world. All the great statesmen and scientists of the world 
are anxiously engaged to solve this problem and as such 
our India Government is also engaged to tackle and control 
the question of growing population officially. The noted. 
British scientist, Sir Julian Huxley has said that the world popu- 
lation has increased by about 47 millions in 1958 and SO 
millions in 1959. According to his statistics only two-third of 
the world population is well fed. It would be difficult to find 
food for the entire population and it would be much difficult if 
the population continued to rise by 47 millions a year This 
sort of rise in population will increase starvation on a large 
scale. Death by starvation is worse than death by other means. 

Now the question is how to puta stop to this sort of abnormal 
rise in present population. In my opinion any artificial and 
abnormal measures in this matter will greatly injure public 
health in general. Artificial measures such as Tubligation 
binding of Fallopian Tube by catgut and Salpingectomy or 
Tube Ressection, that is cutting apart of the Fallopian Tube 
and tying both the endsin females and vasoctomy, that is, 
crushing of Vas Differens in maies have been suggested by 
Allopathic department. So far as my experience goes! find 
fatty growth in men and women subjected under this sort of 
abnormal and unnatural method of operation. Besides, men 
and women when tublicated become lazy, indolent, depressed, 
melancholy and coward. In such persons desire of coitus is 
markedly found diminished toa greater extent. Excepting the 
above-mentioned unnatural processes, some other suitable 
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measures should be adopted to puta checkon the present 
growing population. Public general health should never be 
allowed to deteriorate by any such unnatural and artificial mea- 
sures as adopted by the old school. 


Homoeopathy is opposed to such abnormality and artificial- 
ity and I as a Homoeopath denounce and deprecate the above- 
mentioned unnatural and un-homoeopathic process most 
detrimental to life for the enjoyment and recreation of which 
persons struggle whole life In my opinion self-restraint is the 
only remedy for this and this should be preached amongst 
general public. After all we are human beings whocan be 
made conscious of the evils and disastrous result of begetting 
too many children. Mary have suggested imposition of 
heavy taxes on the 4th issue, many have contributed their 
previous views to legalise abortion which has been held 
as the most illegal, sinful and unsocial act from the time im- 
memorial. I warnthe public and Government for this sort of 
vicious views Any legislation to this effect will prove baneful 
and remind the most cruel Zizia Tax imposed by King Aurang- 
zeb in the Moghul period. In ancient India Brahmacharya had 
much importance. Every adult preserved it upto the age of 
25 and then they were allowed to marry. After marriage they 
were not permitted to mix with his wife freely. Ayurved 
enjoins to have intercourse with one's wife once a month from 
the 4th day of menstruation to its 16th day till conception,and 
that after conception, coitus should be dropped till the baby 
attains the age of 5. After two or three issues people used to 
retire from Garhasthya Jiwan (family life) and used to take up 
Vanprastha, that is total stoppage of sexuality and taking up 
a vow of Brahmacharya till death. These were the preventive 
measures and controls over over-growing population in former 
days and the result was that the former generations were 
stronger than the present:ones. What Bapu has written in 
his book “Brahmacharya™ should be strictly followed both 
by the public and Government to diminish the growing popula 
tion. Legislation may be made for the following issues :— 


1. No male can marry before the age of 25 
2. No female can marry before the age of 20. 


3. Noman or woman can remarry after the age of 40, 
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Leading the life of celibacy would be counted as spe- 

cial qualification in both the sexes and the first prefer- 

ence would be given to bachelors in services. 

5. Female education should be made compulsory to avoid 
dependence which compels for marriage. 

6. Vulgar and obscene films of cinema, which are passion- 
ating should be stopped. 

7. Secondary education should be made compulsory. 

8. National awards should be conferred upon celibates. 

9. Let adult franchise be allowed to confine only amongst 

educated circles. The minimum standard should be ma- 

tric for exercising the right of adult franchise, in as much 

as the larger number of population has received no light 

of education and therefore for the prosperity of the 

nation it is incumbent on the ruling group to determine 

some sort of standard and in my humble opinion that 

sort of standard must not be below matric.
